Some Account of ARMINIUs, and that 
Controverſy. 


ACOBUS AR MINIUS was born at Lord Clar? 
Oude water upon the Mel, a Town of Hol. Vol. L 
land, Anno 1560. He was ſometime Be- Tag. 92. 
22% Scholar at Geneva. He travel'd to _ 
Padua to hear Zabarella, Profeſſor of Philolophy 

there. Thence he return'd to Amferdain, where he was 

made a Miniſter ; and ſome time after Divinity Profeſſor at 

Leyden; Here it was that he ſet up that which ſome People 

call New Doctrine, concerning Predeſtination, tho? it had 

been held before by Mel anchthon, Nicolaus Hemingius, and 
many other Divines. The occaſion was this: Martin Lydi- 

, Profeſſor of Divinity at Franeker, judged him a proper 

Perſon to anſwer a Writing of ſome Miniſters of Delft, who 

oppoſed Beza's Doctrine of Predeftination. Arminiut un- 

dertook it; but as he examin'd and weigh'd the Reaſons on 
both Sides, he went over to the Opinion which he ſhould 

have confuted, and even ſome Lengths tarther than the Mi- 

niſters of Delft. He held, That Predeſtination did not con- 

fiſt in wy abfolute, irreſpective, eternal Decree of faving 
ſome Perſons; which was Beza*s Opinion: Neither upon tha 

Suppoſit ion of Adam's Fall, to ſave ſome particular Perions, 

without any antecedent reſpe& to our Saviour; as the Bre- 

thren of Delft believed, But his Scheme of Predeſtinat ion 

was; That all thoſe were ns as to be faved, 1 
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ing in a lapſed Condition, ſhould reſign themſelves to the 
Call of God, believe in our Saviour, and live up to the Terms 
of the Goſpel. He publiſhed ſeveral Tracts to defend his O- 
pinion, * Declaratio Jacobi Arminii; Examen Libelli 
Perkenſii de Prædeſtinationis modo & ordine: Analyſis 
cap. g. ad Romanos : Diſſertatio de vero ſenſu cap. J. ad 
Romanos, &c. He was brought into Trouble for this Opini- 
on at Amſterdam, where he had been a Miniſter Fitteen 
Years; but the Authority of ſome Great Men, and his own 
eloquent Preaching ſupported him. He was ſummon'd ſe- 
veral times to the Hague, and went thither to give an Ac- 
count of his Doctrine. He died in 1609, in the 49th Year 
of his Age. He was a Perſon of conſiderable Learning, very 
Ll! regular in his Life, and obliging in bis Converfation. After- 
1 wards his Doctrine was condemn'd in the Synod of Dort, 
| apd ſome of the principal Patrons ot it ſeized, among whom 

John Barnevelt, Penſioner of Holland, was ut to Death, 
14 and Hugh Grotius was impriſon'd in the Caſtle of Loven- 
ſtein, where a great many other Arminian Miniſters were 


| | confined. 
4 The firſt Man who was-publickly accuſed here in England 
| for being an Arminian, was Mr. Richard Mountague, Ca- 

non of Windſor, and Fellow of Eaton, Rector of Stamford 


Rivers, and Chaplain in Ordinary to King Charles I. In 
i the 21ſt Year of King James I. he publiſhed a Book call'd, 
1 A New Gayg for an old Gooſe, in anſwer to a Popiſh Book, 
1 entituled, A Gagg for the New Goſpel. For which he was 
Fi then queſtion'din Parliament, upon a Suggeſtion that he had 
| receded from ſome Doctrines of the Reformed Churches, and 
1 had too much ſottned ſome of the Romiſh Tenets. 
| ? The Cauſe being of dubious Points of Beliet, was reſer'd 
"1k to Archbiſhop Abbot ; who expreſt his diſlike of the Book, 
and gave the Author a ſolemn Admonition, Some other Bi- 
ſhops, who were called of the Arminzan Party, had a diffe- 
ö rent Not ion of Mr. Mountague's Opinions, and encourged 
| him to reaſſert them, and detend them in another Treatiſe to 
| 


be Dedicated to the King; and, as an Appeal to his Royal 
Judgment and Authority, to beentituled, Appella Cæſarem. 


| Abbot diſallowed the Book, and endeavour'd to ſuppreſs it: tt, 

| But the other Biſhops atteſted their Approbation of it, and 75

= When it came out, the Houſe of Commons took notice of it, Pe 
| Wi and appointed a Committez to exam ine into the Errors of it, 4h

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and gave the Archbiſhop Thanks for his former Admonition 
to the Author ; whoſe Books they voted to be contrary to 
the Eſtabliſhed Articles, to tend to the King's Diſhonour, 
and to the Diſturbance of the Church and State. For this 
they aſſign'd him a time of Anſwer ; and on July 7. 1625, 
he was brought to the Bar of the Houſe of Commons. 

The Biſhops of Rocheſter, Oxford, and St. David's, who 
had a kind Opinion of Mr. Mowntague and his Writings, 
uſed all poſlible Endeavours to ſtop this Method of Proceeding; 
and knowing the Duke of Buck:ngham to have the greateſt 
Influence upon the King, they begg'd his Interceſſion in this 
Letter, dated Awgnft 2. 


May it pleaſe Your Grace, 
E are bold to be Suitors to you in the Behalf of the 
Church of England, and a poor Member of if, 
Mr. Mountague, at this time not a little diſtreſſed. We 
are not Strangers to his Perſon, but it is the Cauſe which 
we are bound to be tender of. The Care, we conceive, con- 
cerns the Church of England nearly. For that Church, 
when it was Reformed from the Superſtitious Opinions 
broached or maintained by the Church of Rome, refuſed . 
the apparent and dangerous Errors, and would nt be too 
buſy with every particular School-point. | 
Now, may it fleaſe Your Grace, the Opinions which at 
this time trouble many Men in the late Book of Mr. Moune 
tague, are ſome of them ſuch as are expreſly the Reſolved 
Dottrine of the Church of England, and thoſe he is bound 
to maintain. Some of them are ſuch as are fit only for 
Schools, and to be left at more Liberty. And therefore to 
make any Man fubſcribe to School-Opinions, may juſtly 


ſeem hard in the Church of CHRIST, aud was one great 


Fault of the Council of Trent. Aud to affright them from 
thoſe Opinions in which they have (as they are bound \ ſub- 
ſcribed to the Church, as it 7s worſe in itſeIf, ſo may it be 
the Mother of greater Danger. 

May it pleaſe your Grace further to conlider, That when 
the Clergy ſubmitted themſelves in the Time of Henry VIII. 
the Submiſtuon was ſo made, that if any Difference, Doctri- 
nal or other, fell in the Church, the King and the Biſbops 
were to be Judges of it inthe National Synod or Convocati- 
on; the King ſirſt giving leave, under his Broad-Seal, t 
handle the Points in Difference. But the Church never 
JOS. B 2 | ſub. 
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22 to any other Fudge, neither indeed can be, tho 

e would. 

And we humbly deſire Your Grace to conſider, and then to 
move His Moſt Gracious Majefty (if you ſhall think fit) 
what dangerous Conſequences may follow upon it. For, 
Firſt, If any other Judge be allowed in Matter of Doctrine, 
we ſhall depart from the Ordinance of C HRIST, and the 
continual Courſe and Practice of the Church. Secondly, If 
the Church be once brought down beneath Herſelf, we can- 
not but fear what may be the next Stroke at it, Thirdly, 
It will ſome way touch the Honour of His Majeſty's dear Fi, 
ther, who ſaw and approved all the Opinions of this Book, 
Fouithly, We miſt be hold to ſay, That we cannot conceive 
what uſt there can be of Civil Government in the Common- 
wealth, oy of Preaching or external Miniſtry in the Charch, 
if fuch fatal V rieb as ſome which ave oppoſite and con 
trary to theſe deliver?d by Mr. Mountague, Hall be publick- 
Ly taught and maintained. Fitthly, We are certain, That 
all or moſt of the contrary Opinions were treated 7 at Lama 
beth, and ready to be publiſhed: But then Queen Elizabeth, 
upon notice giuen how little they agreed with the Practice 
of Piety, and Obedience to all Government, cauſed them to 
be ſuppreſſed; and fo they have continued ever ſince, till of 


Lite fone of them have received Countenance at the Synod- 


of Dort. Now this was a Synod of that Nation, and can be 
of no Authority in any other National Church, till it be re- 
ceived there by Publiek Authority. And our ny oo is, That 
the Church of England will be well adviſed, and more than 
once over, before ſhe admit a foreign Synod, eſpecially of 
fuch a Church as condemneth hen Diſcipline aud manner 
of Government, to ſay no more. 

And further, We are bold to commend to Hur Grace's 
Wiſdom this one Particular; His Majeſ! y,(as we have been 
inform'd ) hath already taken this Buſineſs into his own 
Care, and moſt worthily referred it, in a right Courſe, to 
Church Conſideration. And we welt hoped, That without 
farther trouble to the State, or breach of Unity in the 
Church, it might ſo have been well and orderly compoſed, 
£S Wwe il pray it may. 

Theſe things conſidered, we have little to ſay for Mr. 
Mountague's Perſon ; only thus much we know, he 10 4 very 
good Seholar, and a right honeſt Man; A Man every way 
«ble te da GOD, His Majeſty, and the Chucch of England 
reai 
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great Service, We fear he may receive Diſcourggement; 
and (which is far worſe) we have ſome Cauſe to doubt this 
may breed a great backwardneſs in able Men to write in the 
Defence of the Church of England, ee either Home or 
Foreign Adverſaries, if they ſhall ſee him fink in For- 
tune, Reputation, or Health, upon occaſion of his Rook, 
And this we moſt humbly ſubmit to your Grace's Judgment, 
and Care of the Churches Peace and Welfare. So com- 
mending your Grace to the Protection of Almighty GOD, 
We ſball ever reſt at your Grace's Service, 


To. Rofien. Jo. Oxon. Guil. Menev. 


The Duke's eſpouling this Cauſe, and the King's reproving 
the Houſe of Commons tor medling in it, did but more ex- 
aſperate the adverſe Party, who were now Enemies to More 
tague, not as an Arminian, but as an Inſtrument of Arbi- 
trary Power, And 1t was indeed the State Intereſt that gave 
the great Diſtinction to theſe School-Opinions. Thoſe Di- 
vines who adhered to the more rigorous Opinions of St. Ar- 
in, Calvin, and the Synod ot Dort, were at this time 
of the Country Party, in favour with the People, and with 
the prevailing Side in Parliament; fo they eſtabliſhed to 
themſelves the Reputation of being Sound and Orthodox

Mountagie's Book, and to repreſent them as Falſe and 
Pernicious. inthis Delign Dr. Sutcliff, Dr. Featly, Dr, God, 
Mr. ard, Mr. Burton; Mr. Rome, Mr. Jates, Mr. Botton, 
and even a Biſhop ot the Church, Dr. Carleton, engaged 
themſelves. Their Writings ſerved to heighten . ramen 
of the Wiſer, and to confirm the Prejudices of the weaker 
Men. This was toon improved into ſuch a univerſal Dillike 
ot the dreadiu! Name of Arminianiſin, that even the King 
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and the Duke begun to think it not ſafe to protect ne 
Biſhop Loud, who was his zealous Friend, was ſenſible cf 
this, and has enter'd it in his Diary thus: Jan. 29. Sunday. 
Tunderſtand what D. B. had collected 2 the Cauſe, 
Book, and Opinions of Richard Mountague, and what R. C. 
had determined with himſelf therein. Methinks I ſee a 
Cloud ariſing and threatening the Church of England.

As ſoon as the Parliament began, Feb. 6. the Commons 
had an Eye upon Mr. Mountagwe, and reſolv'd to call him 
to account.

The Deſign of Grotius, in his Mare Liberum, is to prove, 
That the Dutch have as much Right as the Portugue xe, or 
any other People, to Trade to the Indies.

Nation or People may freely have Commerce or Dealings 
with another, by Navigation or otherwiſe. Thig, he lays, 
he Voice of God and Nature proclaim. For this he quotes 
Ra Writers and Lawyers, with whom he ſays it is a Rule, 
That no Prince pr Republick has Power to prohibit others 
from Trading with their Subjects, Fram whence he con- 
cludes, That the Portugue ge, tho? Lords of thoſe Countries, 
to which the Dutch Trade, would be injurious, if they 
Jlould hinder them, and ſtop their Traffick. ot 
But he denies that the Portugue e have any Right of Do- 
minion over the Indians, upon the account of their being the 
firſt Diſcoverers, or by yertue of the Grant of Pope Alexan- 
der the VI. or by Right of Conqueſt, or becauſe they are in 
Poſſeſſion. As tor Conqueſt, he ſays they have no Pretence 
ro it; tor when they demanded Free-Trade, the Indians ad- 
mitted them without any Reſiſtance.

June 17. Mr. Attorney ſent for Mr. Prynn tohis Chamber, 
Thewed him the Letter, aſked him whether it were his Hand? 
Mr. Prynn ſaid he could not tell, unleſs he might read it; 
the Letter being giverinto his Hand, (and Mr. Attorney go- 
ing to his Cloſeſtole, needing a Paper for that Purpoſe) he 
tore it in ſmall pieces and threw it out at a Window, tearing, 
it ſeems, an ore tenus.

When he interpoſes not his own Authority, and appoints net 
himſelf who ſhould be his Vicegerents, and Rule under hin, 
he leaves it to none but the People themſelves to make the 
Election, whoſe Benefit is the End of all Government. Nay, 
when He Himſelf hath been prented to appoint Rulers tor 
that People, which he was pleaſed peculiarly to own; He 
many times made the Choice, but left the Confirmation and 
Ratification of that Choice to the People themſelves. & 
Saul was choſen by GOD, and anointed King by his Pro 
phet, but made King by all the People at Gileal David 
was anointed King | by the ſame Prophet; but was alter 
wards, after Sazl's Death, conſirmed by the People of Juda

At laſt he concludes, He ſhould ſo faſhion | 
ſis Manners, as neither to be really good, nor abſolutely bad, 
Nut halt one, half t'other.

N aa's Will makes him as unfit to Jive in Society, as his Ne- 
"WiEſity makes him unable to live out of it; and if that Per. 
Erſeneſs be not regulated by Laws, Mens Appetites to the 
me things, their Avarice, their Luſt, their Ambition 
could quickly make Society as unſate, or more, than Soli- 
ae itſelt, and we ſhould aſſociate only to be nearer our Mi- 
Wir and our Ruine. That, therefore, by which we accom- 
iin the Ends of a ſociable Life, is our Subjection and Sub- 
Piſſion to Laws; theſe are the Nerves and Sinews of every 
" ciety or Commonwealth, without which they muſt neceſ- 
* diſſolve and fall aſunder. And indeed (as Arguftine * 
&ys) thoſe Societies where Law and Juſtice is not, are not 
Jommenwealths or Kingdoms, but Magna Latrocinia, 
Preat Contederacies of Thieves and Robbers: thoſe therefore 
Hat ſubmit to no Law, are not to be reputed in the Societ 
Mankind, which cannot conſiſt without a Law: therefore 
Wriftotlef faith, Tyranny is againſt the Law of Nature, 
Bhat is, the Law ot human Society, in which human Na- 
ire is preſerved, For this reaſon uy deny a Tyrant tobe 
Rertem Civitatis, for every Part is ſubje& to the Whole; 
nd a Citizen (ſays the ſame Author ) is he who is as well 
pliged to the Duty of obeying, as he is capable of the Power 
1 commanding: And indeed he does Obey whilſt he does 
ommand; that is, he obeys the Laws, which (ſays Tully) 
Magiſtratibus præſunt, ut Magiſtratus preſunt pepula, 
te above the Magiſtrates, as the Magiſtrates are above the 
ople. And therefore a Tyrant that ſubmits to no Law, 
ut his Will and Luſt are the Law by which he governs 
Imſelf and others, is no Magiſtrate, no Citizen or Member 
t any Society, but an Ulcer and Diſeaſe that deſtroys it; 
d it it be rightly conſidered, a Commonwealth, by alling 
oa Tyranny, abſolutely loſes that Name, and is actually 
other thing: Non eſt civitas que unius eff viri, (ſays So.

tis not a City but a great Family: And the truth is, wen

Door-poſts. But to conclude, a Tyrant, as we have fait 
being no part of a Commonwealth, nor ſubmitting toth 
Laws of it, but making himſelf above all Law, there hn 
reaſon he ſhould have the Protection that is due to a Meme 
of a Commonwealth, nor any Defence from Laws, that do 
acknowledge none. He is therefore in all Reaſon to be reckoy 
ed in the Nuuber of thoſe ſavage Beaſts, that fall not wit 
others into any Herd, that have no other Defence but thei 
own Strength, making a Prey of all that's weaker, and, h 
nn ſame Juſtice, being a Prey to all that's ſtronger than tles 
elves. 

In the next — let it be conſidered, that a Tyrant mz 
king himſelf above all Law, and defending his Injuſtice by. 
Strength which no Power of Magiſtrates is able to oppoſe, ls 
becomes above all Puniſhment, above all other rh that 
that he receives from the Stroke of ſome generous Hand: 4 
certainly the Safety of Mankind were but ill provided tor, i 
there were no kind of Juſtice to reach great Villanies, bu 
Tyrants ſhould be humanitate Scelerum tuti, ſecured by 
the greatneſs of their Crimes. Our Laws would be then bu 
Cobwebs indeed, made only to catch Flies, but not to hol 

Waſps or Hornets; and it might be then ſaid of all Commai. 
wealths, what was ſaid of Athens, That there only ſinal 
Thieves were hanged, but the great ones were free, and cols 
demned the reſt. But he that will ſecure himſelf ot all hands 
muſt know he ſecures himſelf from none: He that flies Ju 
ſtice in the Court, muſt expe to find it in the Street, and 1s 
that goes armed againſt every Man, arms every Man again 
himſelf. Bellum eft in eos, qui judiciis coerceri non pi 
ſunt, (ſays Cicero) We have War with thoſe againſt who 
we can have no Law.

Noy 
ſure, if it were lawful tor Moſes to kill that Exyptian that 
oppreſs d one May, being there was no way to procure an 
ordinary Courle of Juſtice againſt him; it cannot be but 
abſurd tothink it unlawtul to kill him|| that oppreſſes a whole 
Nation, and one that Juſtice as little reaches as it detends, 
The Example of Ehud ſhews us the natural, and al moſt the 
only Remedy againſt a Tyrant, and the way to free an op- 
pre Sd People from the Slavery of an inſulting Moabite;

ctua lly as he. Now what Citation was given to Athaliah, 
what Appearance was ſhe call'd to before any Court of Ju. 
jar her Fact was her Trial, ſhe was without any Ex 

ulation taken forth of the Ranges, and only let hve till ſhe 

ot out of the Temple}, that that Holy place might not be 
defiled by the Blood of a Tyrant, which was fitter to be ſhed 
on a Dunghil; and fo they ſlew her at the Horſe-gate. And 
by the King's-Houſe, the very White-hall where ſhe had 
cauſed the Blood-Royal to be ſpilt, and which herſelf hadfp 
long unjuſtly poſſeſs'd, there, by Providence did ſhe receive 
her Puniſhment, where ſhe had acted ſo great a part of her 
Crimes. How the People approved of this glorious Action 
of deſtroying a Tyrant, this Chapter tells us at the laſt Verſe 
And all the People of the Land rejoiced, and the City ws 
quiet, after they had ſlain Athalzah with the Sword. And

This Monday Afternoon, while the King was Jain down 
on Mr. Huddlefow's Bed, News was brought that ſome 
Soldiers were coming to apprehend Mr. Whitgreave, 0 
an Information that he had been at Worceſter-Fight.

One of theſe Villains anſwer'd, If you cas 
tell us no News of the King, you ſhall jay no Ae a 
But his Uiſcreet Anſwer ſomewhat aflwaged the Fury : 
their Leader: yet they ſearch'd every Corner of the Hor 
broke down much of the Wainſcot, and at laſt beat the 
Intelligencer ſeverely, tor making them loſe their Lavoe: 
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One Tueſday Night, between Twelve and One a Clock, 
the Lord Wilmot 1ent Colonel Lane to attend His Majeſty 
to Bentley. Whereupon, with abundance of Thanks, he 
| took his Leave of Mr, Huddleſton, Mr. Whitgreaue, and 
his Family; adviſing them to be very careful of them- 
ſelves; and gave them Direction to repair to a Merchant 
in Landon, who ſhou'd have Orders to turniſh them with 
Money and Means of Conveyance beyond Sea, it there 
were occaſion. They commended His Majeſty to the Di- 
vine Protection, with very hearty Prayers: And it pro- 
ving a Cold Night, he accepted of Mr. Huddleſton's Cloak 
to Bentley. Where His Majeſty being ſafely arrived, 
he made but a ſhort ſtay, but took the Opportunity 
Jof Mrs. Lane's Paſs, and rode before her to Briſtol, the 
Lord Vilmot attending, for the moſt part, at a diſtance.
